A simplified way to explain blackjack counting is that players keep 
track of two types of cards positive cards (nine, 10 or aces) and 

negative cards (two through six) and the total number of cards left in 
the deck. When a deck is full of positive cards, a player will bet more 
heavily. 

Casinos try to thwart counters. They use six decks at a time to make the 
counting harder. They sometimes reshuffle halfway through the shoe so that 
players who count won't have such a big advantage, or they will simply ask 
card counters to quit playing. 

So how much counting goes on in St. Louis? Are there a lot of math 
whizzes out there who can scan cards and keep multiple sets of running 
totals, all without raising the suspicions of the casino? 

Tony Raymon, vice president and general manager at Station Casino St. 
Charles, says in the six-deck game it's "very rare." Dealers or pit bosses 
occasionally might suspect player behavior and suggest that certain players 
take their game somewhere else, but Raymon says nobody has been for mally 
barred for counting at his casino. 

"It's against the rules, but it's not really cheating," Raymon says. 

Good players will always use some system of tracking or counting. It's 
the question of degree that puts the game in the gray area. A player might 
keep track of how many aces have been dealt. Is that person counting? 
Technically yes, but he won't run into any problem with the casino. 

The bottom line on counting is that it's probably not as easy as the 
blackjack schools make it out to be- -or as impossible as the casinos want 
it to be. In a six-deck game, even the best of counters won't have a sure 
thing. 

The Name Game: What used to be the Casino St. Charles now will be known 
as the Station Casino St. Charles. The casino's parent company, Station 
Casino's Inc., will open Station Casino Kansas City in the fall.

The Victorian Casino and Gaming Authority has started a review of blackjack 
rules at Crown Casino after complaints by gamblers who say they have been 
unfairly treated by the casino. 

Melbourne law firm Slater and Gordon last year lodged a complaint with the 
gaming authority on behalf of professional gambler Andrew Scott over 
Crown's use of continuous card-shuffling machines. 

Mr Scott claimed Crown unfairly discriminated against "skilled players" , 
introducing tactics to stop them winning. 

He said he had been either banned from playing altogether or had 
restrictions placed on him at Crown and other casinos around Australia. 
Gaming Minister John Pandazopoulos yesterday encouraged the public to 
respond to the authority's inquiry. 

It will investigate whether blackjack is a game of chance or skill, if the 
casino can treat card - counters differently from other players , and 
the use of automatic card shufflers and the frequency of shuffling. 
The inquiry will also investigate whether card-counting presents a risk to 
honest gaming. 

The rules of blackjack on the authority's website prohibit the use of a 
"device that is' capable ... of recording, projecting or analysing an 
outcome of the changing probabilities or the playing strategies to be 
used" . 

Card-counting is a tactic used by players to keep track of the cards, 
thereby giving them an advantage. The frequency of shuffling prevents 
card-counters keeping track of the cards as effectively. 
The investigation has been mooted for two years, since Mr Scott's first 
complaint to the authority, which has the power to regulate games and set 
the rules . 

A Crown spokesman said yesterday that the casino would follow the rules as 
set down by the Casino and Gaming Authority.
